They will meet new 
difficulties which must be conquered, and in their limited 
way they will realize that “all experience is an arch 
wherethrough gleams that untravelled world whose mar¬ 
gin fades forever and forever as they move.” 

With some, the zest for knowledge and for widening ex¬ 
perience will carry them eagerly from year to year into 
ever higher degrees of learning. Others, less adapted to 
school work, will be apathetic and unresponsive. School 
will not give them that full, expression of their powers 
that more active pursuits w^uld bring. But any student 
who does not take full advantage of opportunities .differed 
in schools, is defrauding himself, his fellow pupils and 
the teachers. He is occupying time and space, at the ex¬ 
pense of others, fnore earnest. 

It is worthy of note, however, that high school students 
in this town and over the province, have made fine use of 
the past year of tuition. The generally good standing 
proclaims an industry and seriousness of mind, not always 
evident in the educational history of this and other dis¬ 
tricts. 

This is all the more commendable in the face of pres¬ 
ent conditions. There is no special incentive for youth t« 
work hard at school, no shining opportunities lie ahead. 
But in spite of this present dark outlook, the young peo¬ 
ple have shown a stability and an earnestness in defiance 
of circumstances. And there is no doubt that their re¬ 
ward will come. Each year of study, of devotion to the 
task at hand, not only equips youth with knowledge, but 
is a priceless character builder.

FEED SITUATION 


. Both Hon. Robert Weir and Hon. George Hoadley ap¬ 
pear convinced that the feed situation over the province 
is not as generally serious as in 1919. The acute difficul¬ 
ty of 1919, was the very severe winter which followed the 
droughty summer, and which carried feed to $50 and $60 
a ton before the new grass came. In 1910, conditions 
were very serious owing to a parching spring and sum¬ 
mer. But rains came in abundance in eayty August, bring 
ing a belated growth that furnished feed 

The present year is the most “spotty” in point of rain¬ 
fall of any previous dry years. There are areas in South¬ 
ern Alberta which almost adjoin and yet which present a 
startling contrast of drought and abundance. The dis¬ 
tricts causing most concern are for the most part round 
Pincher Creek and up the foothill country. But even 
these have benefitted by the frost-damaged crops on the 
and have secured a supply of feed almost up to

prairies 
normal, at no great cost. 

Taking the West as a whole, there appears to be suffic¬ 
ient feed to carry the stock through. The problem of 
transportation will then be pretty much confined to the 
prairies, which is less costly 'than in 1919 when hay was 
brought in from Eastern Canada at prohibitive prices. 

Against this is placed the prevailing zero prices for 
cattle and the inability to sell at any price. Cattle in 
1910 and 1919 were worth some expense in feeding. This 
year they do not warrant much expenditure for winter¬ 
ing and at present prices are worth almost nothing. Good 
fat steers are quoted at $2.75 to $3.75 while fat cows are 
about $1.50. At this time in 1919 export steers were 
$11.00 and fat cows $5 to $6.00. 

Considering the vast difference in values, - it is difficult 
to compare this year with any similar preceding year. 
There have been some exaggerated statements regarding 
drought conditions here and in other parts of the West. 
,This particular district should be able to weather a nor¬ 
mal winter with the visible feed supply on ranches and 
farms. But are extraordinary winter might see a real 
feed shortage such as prevailed in 1919.

KING WHEAT 


The topic of wheat occupies a dominant place in all in¬ 
ternational considerations. For the Wheat Conference at 
London to have arrived at a solution acceptable to im¬ 
porting and exporting countries, is something of a tri¬ 
umph for negotiators. In this achievement Premier R. B. 
Bennett has played a leading part, and more than once 
rallied wavering forces to attack the matter with renewed 
determination. 

Canada’s quota of 200 million comes only seventy mil¬ 
lion short of the average yearly exportation, and seems a 
relatively fair allotment. The world price level to be at¬ 
tained before importing countries are asked to cut tariffs 
is 93 cents. ■ These have been major points of agreement. 

The situation -this year is complicated by the fact that 
European countries ate harvesting almost a record crop, 
and such nations as France that are normally importers, 
will have wheat to sell. If it were not for this condition, 
the North American crop would be pretty well cleared off 
between now and February, as Argentine and Australia 
are both low in surpluses. 

Major Strange and other authorities are convinced how¬ 
ever that it will not be long till many of these European 
countries will find that wheat is not their most inexpen¬ 
sive and profitable crop. In the desperate effort at self 
containment, huge areas have been turned to wheat, that 
could more profitably be used for the cultivation of other 
products for which there might be foreign markets. 
France this year, may attempt to cut into the British mar 
ket with an inferior quality of wheat. But Canada pro¬ 
duces the premium quality, at less cost of production than 
other countries. This seems to be the permanent hope to 
which this country may hold. The maintenance of quality 
should eventually be Canada’s salvation. 

The high tariff gospel which has obsessed the world, 
will play itself out in time. With an easier interplay of 
trade, countries not naturally suited'to wheat growing, 
will revert to other products, and the Canadian No. 1 
hard will again be in demand.

MR. ROOSEVELT 


An editorial from The Nation, was quoted at a recent 
U.F.W.A. meeting and is sufficiently interesting to pass 

on: 

With the adjournment of Congress, we may pause for 
a moment to review the remarkable record of Mr. Roose¬ 
velt, who, in less than four months in office, has to his 
credit a larger and better rounded program of legislation 
than any other president in this century has Obtained in 
four years. Not only has he obtained all the major leg¬ 
islation which he sought, including much which is experi¬ 
mental and drastic, but with a slight compromise in re¬ 
gard to benefits to veterans—he has been able’to get his 
measures enacted practically as he presented therh. 

One paper calls him a Dictator—of course circumstan¬ 
ces helped him. After the years of depression, and shift¬ 
less drifting, people were ready to accept any change. 
Mr. Roosevelt must, however, receive full credit for the 
prompt, adroit, vigorous way in which he used and dom¬ 
inated popular psychology. Immense power was granted 
him by the people almost on a non-partisan basis, provid¬ 
ed he used it at once. He showed great ability in capital¬ 
izing the moment 

Federal control of business has now frankly been assum 
ed in many new directions, but it is only temporary in 
character and does not envisage socialization of industry 
or elimination of the profit system. The emphasis is all 
on reviving industry, which manifestly Aannot function 
without some assistance. Any benefit to the worker 
must trickle down from the top, which is no profound 
charge from what we have had. 

Of course those who defend Mr. Roosevelt for not go¬ 
ing .farther, for not profiting by the unique moment in 
history when he could easily have nationalized the banks 
and really kept the money changers out of the temple as 
be so bravely announced in his inaugural, may allege that 
hp was not elected to initiate a collective society. But it 
s also fair to say that the American public in its over- 
vhelming revolution of last November was seeking relief 
—relief from economic disaster, and it would not have 
cared in what form or under what formula such relief 
bad been secured.

BANKS DISCERN 
SIGNSOFREVIVAL 

Monthly Reviews of Several Banks 
Report Definite Business Upcurve 

Signs of recovery it) Canada are 
stressed in the current monthly re¬ 
views of both the Bank of Nova Sco¬ 
tia and the Bank of Montreal, made 
public tonight. 

“After a period of almost four 
years in which the patient chronicler 
of events has been obliged to record 
conditions of ever-increasing gloom,” 
stated the Bank of Nova Scotia, “it 
is with relief that he is at length able 
to present the reader with the fact 
of a definite increase in business ac¬ 
tivity.” 

Similarly, the Bank of Montreal let¬ 
ter states: “The past month has seen 
on the whole, continuance of the fa¬ 
vorable trend conspicuous since the 
spring; generab business is now for 
the first time this year definitely 
above the level of the corresponding 
period of 1932, and this notwithstand¬ 
ing the decided check to the specula¬ 
tive upswing administered during 
July.” 

The Bank of Nova Scotia review 
considers the most significant feature 
the general rise in commodity prices 
and the better equilibrium obtained 
as between the various groups of 
prices. — 

“From a strictly Canadian view¬ 
point,” the letter adds, “the better 
balance as between the prices of farm 
products and manufactured goods is 
especially important. It means rough¬ 
ly that what the farmer sells has a 
greater value in terms of what he 
buys than was the case six months 
ago. This relative improvement should 
do much to mitigate the unfavorable 
effects of short grain crops in west¬ 
ern Canada.”

FURTHER STAGES WARNING GIVEN 
WHEAT AGREEMENT RURAL MERCHANTS 


>Prairie Leaders to Confer With Ot¬ 
tawa on Return of Premier Bennett 

Following the agreements reached 
at the World Wheat Conference at 
Regina, the representatives of prairie 
provinces will meet in Ottawa with 
Premier Bennett, to discuss Canada’s 
tjuota and how best it may become 
operative. 

The first part of the agreement 
which has regard to the 660,000,000 
bushels world quota’is considered sim 
pie. Not more than 200 million bush¬ 
els of wheat are to go out from Can¬ 
ada next year. The proposed reduc¬ 
tion in wheat acreage of Canada will 
Necessitate a reduction of about four 
million acres in the area sown to 
wheat in the prairie provinces in the 
last season. 

The presumption is that there will 
be concurrent enactments by parlia¬ 
ment and by the legislatures. Federal 
powers are derived from the B.N.A. 
Act in respect of trade and commerce 
and agriculture. Provincial authority 
concerning property and civil rights 
is needed to be exercised in any com¬ 
pulsory reduction in crops. Legisla¬ 
tion would not be required if all the 
parties interested agreed to act vol¬ 
untarily, but in case of some refus¬ 
ing to do so, powers of enforcement 
are considered necessary. 

Every farmer may have either to 
reduce the acreage sown to wheat or 
else keep at home 12 or 16 per cent, 
of his crop to be denatured or used 
for feed. , 

, One consequence of the agreement, 
as forseen here, is to put the United 
States out of the export market. • 

The whole idea, it is said, is that 
the expedient is tentative for two 
years and so designed to remove the 
present glut as to restore prices and 
to place production and consumption 
in profitable relationship,

Should a strike occur now it would 
mean heavy losses to the trade of the 
country. 


To Avoid Outlawry of Debt, Adjust¬ 
ment Board Advises Merchant to 
To Ask Permit to Sue 

Warning to country merchants that 
many, if not all, Debt Adjustment 
Act certificates, would likely be can¬ 
celled 'by the Adjustment Board, with 
the result that outlawry of debts 
would again obtain, has been given 
by the provincial board of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association. The board 
also advises that, in order to prevent 
debts from outlawing under the or¬ 
dinary course, the merchant should 
ask for permit to su|e, and, having 
been refused, vyill know that outlawry 
does not apply during the period of 
refusal. 

The Debt Adjustment Act of 1933, 
repeals the 1931 act, hut provides that 
all certificates, orders and directions 
given under the latter act are deem¬ 
ed to have been issued subject to pro¬ 
visions of the 1933 act, It is pointed 
-out. By fall, if not before, all certifi¬ 
cates would be cancelled, with a few 
exceptions, the board believed. “Can¬ 
cellations of these certificates means 
that the previous holders are no long¬ 
er subject to supervision of the Ad¬ 
justment Board, and that debts 
against them will outlaw in the usual 
statutory period of six years,” the R 
M.A. communication states. 

The act of 1931 excluded debts 
from outlawry during which time as 
a certificate was held by the debtor. 
The act of 1933 provided that a per¬ 
mit must be held by the creditor be¬ 
fore he could sue. This did not affect- 
any contract which arose after July 
1, 1932. The merchant, in order to 
prevent debts outlawing, by reason of 
the cancellation of a debtor’s certifi¬ 
cate, must ask permission to sue and 
be refused. The fee for applications 
for suit range from $50 to $5.00— 
Lethbridge Herald.

R. S. Dalgleish, British shipowner, 
says that Port Churchill cannot de¬ 
velop extensively without world free 
trade. 

Referring particularly to the port 
of Churchill, Mr. Dalgleish stated he 
had been informed by his captains it 
was one of the finest on the North 
American continent. There were, of 
course, difficulties of navigation, but 
these were not as great as sometimes 
related. Ships fitted with gyro-com¬ 
passes to offset the attraction of the 
north magnetic pole, had little diffi¬ 
culty in navigating the straits during 
the season August 10 to October 10; 
The fog hazard, he declared, was less 
important in Hudson Straits than .on 
the Montreal route. 

Mr. Dalgleish commended the Fed¬ 
eral. Government on the installation 
in the northern area of wireless sta¬ 
tions, which were invaluable to the 
navigators of the straits. 

Vast savings, even with existing 
rates, could be effected by western 
I importers by using the Churchill 
route, the speaker continued. He 
pointed to a saving of $81 per carload 
| lot made by one Saskatoon importer 
of plate glass. 


Dominion vital statistics show a de¬ 
cline inttieath rate, which was marked 
both in-1931 and 1932. Birth rates 
as well as marriages declined in 1932. 

Birth were 22.4 per 1000 in 1932, as 
compared with 23.2 in 1931. 

Deaths were 9.9 per 1000 in 1932 
and 10.1 per 1000 in 1931. 1932 was 

the third successive year in declining 
death rate due partly to infant and 
maternal welfare. , 

Diseases of the heart and cancer 
showed increased cause of death ov¬ 
er the previous year. Tuberculosis 
deaths were reduced, and so were 
measles, scarlet fever and diphther¬ 
ia. There were 6,629 violent deaths 
in 1932, as compared with 7,172 simi¬ 
lar deaths . in 1931. Suicides were 
slightly increased to 1021 in 1932 as 
against 1,004 in the preceding year. 
Murders numbered 157 in 1932; 172 
in 1931. Automobile deaths were few¬ 
er, showing 1,116 in 1932 and 1,316 
in 1931.
